real or supposed Legislative Assembly which 
passed ahe act approved Oct. 4, 1851, re- 
quiring me to hold a court on the first Mon- 
day of Oct., 1851, before I attempt to dis- 
charge the duties required by the act. 
Courts, ex officio, take notice of all public 
laws and public documents issued by the 
chief magistrates, pursuant to law. It is 
therefore my duty to take notice of so many 
of the acts and doings of the Governor as 
relate to getting up and calling together the 
Legislative Assembly. If these proceedings 
are authorized by law, then they are not void, 
but legal ; if they are not authorized by law, 
then they are not legal, but void; and 
the acts passed by the Legislative As- 
sembly are also void. If these pros 
ceedi are erroneous merely, then the 
acts passed by that body are legal, and the 
errors, if any, must be corrected by that 
branch of the Government whose right it is 
to correct them. If they are not erroneous, 
then my duty is clear. | 
To come to a correct conclusion on this 
subject, it will be convenient, if not ne- 
cessary. to refer to some parts of the history 
ofthe Territory. 
On the 24th of July, 1847, when this en- 
tire basin was Mexican domain, subject to 
the military rule of the United States, which 
had, by conquest, been established, a few 
American citizens came here and establish- 
ed asettlement.

Having a right to form a civil govern- 
ss “to 
make al] needful rules and regulations fe- 
specting”’ this part ofits public domain, and 
to its national control, and bei 
establishing a law suited to their own wants; 
the people of this valley in 1849 formed a 
constitution, as the basis of their civil institu- 
tions, prdéviding for an executive, a legislative, 
and judiciary. This being done they sent a 
delegate to Congress, asking admission, as & 
State, into the Union. Pursuant to this con- 
stitution. the legislature cou.vened and passed 
sundry laws, among which was one relating 
to the judiciary, and another regulating elec- 
tions. 

Both of these acts were in force here on 
the 9th day of September. 1850, the day the 
act of Congress took effect, establishing a 
Territorial for Utah. 

By the 17th section of the act of Congress 
the constitution and laws of the U. *. were 
extended over this basin, which superceded 
the provisional Jaws, eo for as their provi- 
sions were inconsistent with the constituuion 
and laws of the United States. The provi- 
sional constitution and laws gave place to this 
act, and the costitution and laws of the Uni- 
ted States. _ This act also provided for an 
executive, legislative, aad judiciary. Inthe 
11th section, it is provided, that the Presi- 
dent shall appoint, &c., certain of its officers, 
among which are the Governor, the Justices, 
the Secretary, Marshal, and District Attor- 
ney. 

It also named the officers before whem the 
Governor and otber officers appointed by the 
President take the cath of office. 
among whom we find “ the District Judge or 


some Justice uf the Peace in the limits of 


said Territory duly authorized to administer 
oaths by the laws then 
(September 9, 1850,) in force therein.” 

This, to a limited extent, 
legal force of the provisional laws. 

To organize under this act, two things 
were necessary. First, the appointment of 
the officers by the President ; second, the oath 
of office to be taken by the appointees. 

September 28, 1850, the officers were ap- 
pointed by the President. Any one.of whom, 
might, the next day. had he been in a con- 
dition go to do, have taken the oath of office 
and entered on his duties. 

Feb. 84, 1851, the Governor took his oath 
of office. Atany time after this, whether 
the other officers were in the line of duty or 
not, he could do any act required of him, 
which did not require the co-operation of the 
officers.

power to the Governor to fix the places of elec- 
tion, and direct the manner of conducting tt. 
If he jixed the places of election, he did it, 
_ not by virtue of the Deseret laws. but by 
_ virtue of the law of Congress. If he direct- 
- ed the manner of conducting the election, 
he did it, not by virtue of the Deseret law, 
but by virtue of the law of the United 
States.

After this, we shall expect to 
see no one of them withdraw vr absent himself from 


‘dn important committee appointed by the citizens 
‘to'draft resolutions upon the subject of law and or- 
dér, as ona former occasion. The strict observunce 
of the law is what every good citizen should regard. 
The declaration is made, that if any man hickories 
an Indian in this town according to Major Bufrow’s 
Jétter, the law against assault and battery shall be 
enforced against him. We are led to inquire wheth- 
er such a declaration is the result of a purely patri- 
etic impulse to have the code of Iowa duly enforc- 
ed? Charity would say, yes! ‘But we will give 
youn key by which you may know for certain. 
‘There are certain places in this town where liquor 
iw retulled by the drink. Willany dispute this? If 
so, willthcy not put ustothe testtoproveit? We 
call these places “grog shops,’’ where the root of 
most of eur troubles exists. ‘The legislature of our 
Stute have marked this traffic, un offence against the 
laws, of u greater magnitude than that of an assault 
and battery under ordinary circumstances. Now, 
when these legal gentlemen will enforce the luw 
agafhst this unlawful traffic in ardent spirits, the 
proof of which can be readily obtained, we will call 
thei’ gentlemen, and not object to any one of them 


receiving an eppointment to the office of Judge, in 


case Of a vacancy, which is liksly to occur. But 
if they do noteuforce the law against these gro- 
cerics, then let them bo silent about Maj. Barrow’s 
letter concerning hickorying the Indians. For an 
unlawful trafiic with the Indians in liquor, &c., is 
one‘of the prineipal causes that renders the hickory 
necessary. If any depredution 1s committed by the

Stop the liquor trace on this side, and the 
fallow ground is broken up. . If men of talents 
Wdald direct their energies right here at home 
‘against the liquor traffic, they would contribute 
more to the public good, than by making a govern- 
ment ‘wficer ‘an offender for a word, who sceks by 
all reaschable means, in ths absence of an armed 
force, io keep tho Indians in their own territory: 
We do net know who has sold or given liquor to 
khe Indians on this sidé ; bat several of them have 
deen drunk, and we conclade that Mr. Somebody 
has furnished them liquor.
